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Concluding    Comments   from    the 
President's  Biennial   Report 

In  my  report,  I  have  looked  to  both  the  past  and  future. 

In  these  busy  and  changing  times,  it  is  helpful  occasionally  to  stop 
and  take  measure  of  the  University's  accomplishments  and  strengths. 

But  to  me  the  much  more  important  and  meaningful  exercise  is 
that  of  charting  our  course  for  the  future.  This  is  why  I  consider  our 
long-range  aims  and  our  goals  for  1973-75  to  be  the  heart  of  the  report. 

To  even  the  most  casual  reader,  three  fundamental  guidelines  for 
the  future  must  be  clear: 

1)  The  achievement  and  maintenance  of  quality  in  our  academic 
endeavors  is  established  as  the  University's  first  and  most  important  goal. 
To  this  end,  evaluation  of  faculty  members  will  be  systematic  and 
rigorous,  and  retention,  advancement,  and  compensation  will  be  based 
upon  individual  merit.  Moreover,  students  manifesting  strong  intellectual 
capacity  will  be  intensively  recruited  and,  once  enrolled,  will  be  subjected 
to  challenging  and  rigorous  academic  standards.  The  University  will 
be  hospitable  to  students,  faculty  members,  and  support  personnel  who 
are  able,  alert,  imaginative,  and  dedicated.  There  will  be  no  place  for 
those  who  are  dull,  mediocre,  lazy,  or  indifferent. 

2)  Increased  emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  the  preparation  of  stu- 
dents for  responsible  and  effective  citizenship  through  moral,  emotional, 
cultural,  and  social  growth.  Although  the  University's  efforts  in  this 
regard  will  be  educational  in  nature,  there  will  be  a  closely  related 
expectation  that  students  will  obey  the  law  and  adhere  to  prescribed 
standards  of  conduct.  The  University  has  neither  the  time  nor  the  re- 
sources to  cope  with  individuals  demonstrating  serious  and  continuing 
behavioral  deficiencies. 

3)  The  University  will  become  increasingly  aggressive  in  its  efforts 
to  sell  itself.  In  some  quarters,  our  image  simply  does  not  accord  with 
the  reality  of  Ohio  University.  We  are  a  fine  institution.  We  have  great 
strengths,  noble  traditions,  and  a  distinguished  history.  But  we  have  not 
been  particularly  effective  in  telling  our  story.  This  will  change,  and  it 
will  change  quickly.  The  University's  story  must  be  told  effectively  and 
repeatedly  by  trustees,  faculty  members,  students,  administrators,  alumni, 
and  area  residents.  In  other  words,  this  is  an  effort  in  which  everyone 
connected  with  or  dependent  upon  the  University  must  play  a  part. 

One  final  comment:  Aims  and  goals  mean  nothing  unless  they  are 
actively  pursued.  The  process  of  implementation  will  require  the  com- 
plete dedication  of  the  thousands  of  loyal,  imaginative,  and  resourceful 
people  who  are  Ohio  University.  This  I  am  confident  will  be  forth- 
coming. The  process  of  implementation  also  will  require  centralized, 
systematic,  and  rigorous  scrutiny  of  our  progress  in  all  areas.  This  I  will 
provide.  .

Long-Range  Aims, 
Biennial  Goals  Set; 
1971-73  Reviewed 

The  first  comprehensive  statement 
of  mission  for  Ohio  University  since 
its  founding  in  1804  was  contained  in 
President  Claude  R.  Sowle's  biennial 
report  issued  in  October. 

The  proposal  outlined  38  long-range 
aims  and  an  agenda  for  124  specific 
goals  for  the  current  1973-75  bien- 
nium.  The  thrust  of  this  forward  look 
is  summarized  in  the  president's  con- 
cluding comments  which  appear  at 
the  left. 

The  statement  proposing  long- 
range  aims  was  offered  as  a  draft 
submitted  to  the  University  commu- 
nity for  review,  comment  and  recom- 
mendation. He  asked  for  University- 
wide  response  to  the  proposal  before 
submitting  it  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  consideration,  action  and  subse- 
quent announcement. 

While  the  aims  proposal  and  the 
two-year  goals  were  the  challenging 
sections  of  the  report,  Sowle  provided 
perspective  for  considering  them  by 
first  reviewing  the  strengths  of  the 
University  —  "the  foundation  upon 
which  our  vision  of  the  future  is  to  be 
built"  and  the  starting  point  in  an 
"analysis  of  our  aspirations." 

He  prefaced  his  enumeration  of  24 
major  strengths  by  noting  that  "the 
time  has  come  for  the  University  com- 
munity to  strive  for  a  broader  per- 
spective. In  these  days  of  enrollment 
uncertainty  and  stringent  budgets,  it 
is  not  surprising  that  those  of  us  deep- 
ly involved  in  higher  education  have 
tended  to  become  preoccupied  with 
the  pressing  problems  of  the  moment. 

"Concern  is  healthy,  but  preoccu- 
pation is  not.  Let  us,  therefore,  reverse 
this  trend  and  give  our  strengths  at 
least  equal  billing.  They  are  many, 
and  they  will  provide  us  with  a  sub- 
stantial  head   start   in   our  upcoming 


quest  for  full  achievement  of  Ohio 
University's  aims  and  objectives." 

Sowle  further  reported  on  58  major 
achievements  resulting  from  goals  set 
at  the  beginning  of  the  1971-73  bien- 
nium.  While  that  agenda  had  been 
"part  hope  and  part  firm  expecta- 
tion," he  noted  that  nearly  all  goals 
had  become  realities.  Also,  a  number 
of  tasks  added  during  the  two  years 
had  been  accomplished  despite  finan- 
cial problems. 

"Funding  inadequacies  obviously 
were  a  part  of  our  way  of  life  during 


1971-73.  And  yet  .  .  .  limited  resources 
were  not  seized  upon  as  a  reason  to 
stand  still,"  Sowle  noted.  He  attrib- 
uted this  success  to  "the  dedicated 
and  resourceful  people  who  are  the 
University." 

In  reviewing  strengths  and  achieve- 
ments, and  in  proposing  aims  and 
goals,  Sowle  listed  both  broad  philo- 
sophical positions  and  very  specific 
actions.  Together  they  provided  the 
scope  of  the  University's  mission  and 
the  details  that  assure  effective  opera- 
tion. 


The  Strengths  of  Ohio  University 


Below  are  the  24  major  strengths  of 
the  University  listed  by  President 
Sowle  in  his  biennial  report.  Individ- 
ual items  have  been  edited  slightly. 

1 )  A  dedication  to  quality  in  all 
of  its  endeavors  based  upon  great 
strengths,  noble  traditions,  and  a  dis- 
tinguished history  of  170  years  of  ser- 
vice to  higher  education. 

2 )  A  sizeable,  carefully  selected  fac- 
ulty of  professional  competence  dedi- 
cated to  stimulating  and  developing 
the  capabilities  of  its  students. 

3)  An  established  academic  phi- 
losophy that  recognizes  teaching  as 
the  first  and  primary  responsibility  of 
the  faculty  and,  at  the  same  time, 
encourages  faculty  members  to  devote 
a  portion  of  their  time  to  scholarship 
and  research. 

4)  A  broad  array  of  strong  under- 
graduate liberal  arts  and  professional 
programs,  many  of  which  have 
achieved  regional,  national,  or  inter- 
national recognition. 

5)  A  variety  of  graduate  programs 
that  reflect  the  academic  strengths  of 
the  University. 


6)  A  number  of  carefully  devised, 
rigorously  evaluated  innovative  learn- 
ing opportunities  that  offer  students  a 
variety  of  flexible  study  options. 

7)  An  independently  accredited  re- 
gional program  of  higher  education 
offering  a  variety  of  courses  at  five 
permanent  locations,  as  well  as  oppor- 
tunities for  continuing  education,  cor- 
respondence study,  and  participation 
in  workshops,  conferences  and  insti- 
tutes. 

8)  An  alert  and  representative 
body  of  students,  a  large  number  of 
whom  come  from  states  other  than 
Ohio  and  from  many  foreign  coun- 
tries. 

9)  An  effective  professional  staff 
committed  to  providing  a  range  of 
support  services. 

10)  An  able  and  active  Board  of 
Trustees  enriched  by  its  diversity  of 
viewpoints  and  backgrounds. 

1 1 )  An  open  and  accessible  deci- 
sion-making process. 

12)  A  sound  administrative  phi- 
losophy and  structure  that  emphasizes 
availability,    responsiveness,    decisive- 
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ness,  and  effective  stewardship  of  the 
resources  entrusted  to  the  University 
by  taxpayers,  students,  parents,  do- 
nors, and  others. 

13)  An  attractive  and  functional 
residential  campus  located  in  a  beau- 
tiful, semi-rural  setting  and  notable 
for  its  friendly,  small  college  atmo- 
sphere. 

14)  A  deep  concern  for  each  stu- 
dent as  an  individual  based  upon  the 
philosophy  that  the  University  not 
only  should  serve  the  intellectual 
needs  of  its  students  but  also  should 
seek  to  enhance  their  capacities  for 
responsible  and  effective  citizenship 
through  moral,  emotional,  cultural, 
and  social  growth. 

15)  A  broad  range  of  extracurricu- 
lar opportunities  for  groups  as  well  as 
individuals. 

16)  A  balanced,  competitive  pro- 
gram in  intercollegiate  athletics  that  is 
affiliated  with  a  conference  composed 
of  institutions  that  possess  similar  aca- 
demic and  athletic  characteristics  and 
aspirations. 

17)  A  scholarship,  loan,  and  stu- 
dent employment  program  main- 
tained to  assist  students  in  meeting 
the  costs  of  higher  education. 

18)  A  comprehensive  student 
health  program,  as  well  as  a  variety 
of  counseling  services  responsive  to 
academic,  extracurricular,  and  per- 
sonal concerns  of  students. 

19)  Extensive  and  modern  residen- 
tial facilities  and  related  services  for 
undergraduate,  graduate,  and  mar- 
ried students. 

20)  A  well  developed  and  nation- 
ally recognized  affirmative  action 
program  dedicated  to  the  enhance- 
ment of  the  role  of  women  and 
members  of  minority  groups. 

21)  A  telecommunications  program 
that  provides  laboratory  facilities  for 
students,  a  variety  of  services  in  sup- 
port of  the  teaching  programs,  and 
operates  two  radio  and  two  television 
stations  serving  a  potential  audience 
of  more  than  3,000,000  people. 

22)  A  respected  and  actively  pur- 
sued leadership  role  in  the  develop- 
ment of  sound  and  enlightened  state 
government  policies  in  the  area  of 
higher  education. 

23)  A  long-standing  commitment 
to  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the 
Athens  area  and  Southeastern  Ohio. 

24)  A  large  and  increasingly  influ- 
ential and  supportive  body  of  alumni. 


Stiff  Requirements  Reflect  Academic  Emphasis 


Honors-Tutorial   College  Opens 
Program  for   Individual   Ability 

Something  old — but  totally  new  to  U.S.  higher 
education — made  its  entrance  at  Ohio  University  this 
fall  with  the  debut  of  an  Oxford-Cambridge  style  Hon- 
ors-Tutorial College. 

Thirty-two  freshmen  and  three  sophomores  com- 
prised the  select  first  enrollees  of  the  program  which 
other  institutions,  understandably,  will  watch  with  inter- 
est. Thirteen  of  the  35  were  National  Merit  Scholarship 
finalists,  and  all  scored  600  or  better  on  each  section  of 
the  SAT  test.  In  addition,  several  gave  up  scholarships 
to  other  universities  to  become 
part  of  this  innovative  pro- 
gram. 

"The  tutorial  program  is 
not  for  everyone,"  says  Direc- 
tor Ellery  Golos,  pointing  out 
that  many  freshmen  do  not 
have  definite  career  plans 
when  they  enter  college.  The 
tutorial  program  offers  a 
unique  option,  however,  for 
those  bright,  committed  stu- 
dents whose  plans  are  fairly 
firm. 

Among  the  basic  appeals 
of  the  program  for  these  high- 
ly-motivated students  are : 

•  a  one-to-one  teacher-student  relationship,  with 
more  responsibility  for  learning  placed  on  the  student. 

•  four  types  of  instruction:  tutorial,  lectures,  semi- 
nars and,  in  the  sciences,  laboratory  work. 

•  suspension  of  the  traditional  hours/credits  struc- 
ture, coupled  with  constant  evaluation  by  tutors. 

•  completion  of  the  baccalaureate  program  in 
approximately  three  years,  with  the  possibility  of  com- 
pleting it  in  even  less  time. 

•  a  close  relationship  with  a  scholar  in  a  chosen 
field,  enabling  learning  to  take  place  in  an  informal, 
relaxed  atmosphere. 

•  examinations  to  be  given  whenever  the  student's 
tutor  feels  his  student  has  mastered  the  material. 

While  altered  versions  of  the  "Oxford-Cambridge" 
system  are  not  new  to  U.S.  colleges  and  universities, 
what  is  new  about  Ohio  University's  program  is  that  it 
does  not  water  down  the  format  that  made  the  system 
renowned   in  the  academic  world. 

Ten  Ohio  University  departments  are  currently 
participating  in  the  program:  botany,  chemical  engi- 
neering, chemistry,  economics,  government,  history, 
mathematics,  philosophy,  physics  and  psychology.  Plans 
call  for  the  inclusion  of  more  departments  and  a  pro- 
jected maximum  of  300  students  in  the  program  within 
six  years. 


Changes   in   Grading    Policies 
Tighten   Evaluations  and   Options 

Extensive  review  of  the  University's  grading  prac- 
tices resulted  in  implementation  this  fall  of  a  new  plan 
which  includes  a  12-letter  grading  system,  tightening  up 
of  the  pass-fail  and  ABC  options,  and  mandated  dis- 
tribution of  grading  data  to  faculty  and  administrators. 
The  new  12-letter  grading  system  involves  expan- 
sion of  the  traditional  letter  grades  A  to  F  to  a  system 
which  also  uses  pluses  and  minuses.  Dr.  Francis  Bor- 
kowski,  associate  dean  of  faculties,  said  the  change  was 
made  because  "the  leap  from  one  grade  to  another  was 
believed  to  be  too  great." 

He  noted  that  some  fac- 
ulty felt  the  five-letter  system 
did  not  provide  for  enough 
discreet  evaluation  of  a  stu- 
dent's quality  of  work.  It  was 
felt  that  the  12-letter  system 
would  be  a  more  precise  record 
and  also  would  provide  stu- 
dents with  more  useful  infor- 
mation about  their  progress  or 
lack  of  it. 

According  to  new  guide- 
lines, freshmen  are  no  longer 
eligible  for  the  pass-fail  option, 
and  the  maximum  hours  of 
pass-fail  course  work  that  will 
count  toward  a  degree  has  been  reduced  from  45  to  20. 
Borkowski  said  the  new  restrictions  on  pass-fail 
courses  were  designed  to  diminish  alleged  abuses  of  the 
system  while  still  maintaining  the  basic  purpose  of  the 
option — "to  encourage  students  to  explore  courses  out- 
side their  major  without  fear  of  being  penalized  by  a 
low  grade   and   a   lowering  of  their  averages." 

The  ABC  option,  an  innovative  program  for  fresh- 
men only,  underwent  slight  modification.  The  system 
was  initiated  in  1970  to  assist  freshmen  in  making  an 
easier  transition  from  high  school  to  college.  The  plan 
responds  to  the  wide  variety  of  needs  of  freshmen  who 
come  to  Ohio  University  with  very  diverse  amounts  of 
high  school  preparation  for  college  level  work. 

Originally,  F's  earned  during  the  freshman  year 
were  automatically  dropped  and  D's  were  dropped  upon 
request  of  the  student.  The  same  still  applies  except 
that  these  two  grades  will  now  be  recorded  on  tran- 
scripts by  special  symbols. 

Notations  of  D's  and  F's  on  students'  transcripts 
will  be  made  because  "the  transcript  should  be  an  ac- 
curate record  of  what  the  student  has  undertaken," 
Borkowski  said.  In  many  cases  this  will  be  to  the  stu- 
dent's advantage  because  "it  shows  that  he  or  she  has 
had  experience  in  a  particular  area"  even  though  they 
may  not  have  excelled. 


Alumni  Board  Hears 
Midyear  Reports 

At  their  fall  meeting  during  Home- 
coming Weekend,  the  Alumni  Board 
of  Directors  passed  a  resolution  hon- 
oring the  Ohio  University  Forensic 
Team,  1972-73  national  intercolle- 
giate champions;  changed  the  June 
meeting  from  Commencement  to 
Alumni  Weekend;  and  heard  a  wrap- 
up  1972-73  financial  report  from  Jack 
Ellis,  director  of  development. 

Of  special  significance  in  the  re- 
port by  Ellis  was  the  42  percent  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  alumni  who 
contributed. 

The  board  also  heard  Taylor  Cul- 
bert,  executive  vice  president  and 
dean  of  faculties,  summarize  the  state- 
ment of  the  University's  aims  and 
goals  prepared  by  President  Sowle  and 


then  go  on  to  explain  his  area  of 
responsibility  and  answer  questions 
from  the  board. 

He  noted  that  out  of  the  $20  mil- 
lion used  to  run  the  University,  95% 
"is  in  people,"  which  inevitably  means 
less  money  than  might  be  desired  to 
develop  or  enlarge  programs. 

Speaking  in  his  capacity  as  coordi- 
nator of  student  recruitment,  John 
Milar,  University  vice  president  and 
treasurer,  stated  that  an  extensive  re- 
cruitment and  retention  effort  is  un- 
derway, involving  increased  use  of 
alumni  as  recruiters. 

An  important  item  on  the  agenda 
for  the  Alumni  Weekend  board  meet- 
ing in  June  is  the  election  of  officers 
and  of  five  alumni  to  serve  three-year 
terms  on  the  board. 

The  board,  which  serves  as  liaison 
between  the  almost  62,000  alumni  and 
the  University,  meets  twice  yearly.

MAN   OF   THE   YEAR   IN   COLUMBUS 


The  latest  honor  accorded  John  W. 
Galbreath,  '20,  distinguished  business- 
man, sportsman  and  honorary  life- 
long trustee  of  Ohio  University,  was 
the  presentation  of  the  Christopher 
Columbus  Award,  focal  point  of  the 
1 1  th  annual  Columbus  Day  USA 
Pageant,  held  October  5-8  in  Colum- 
bus, Ohio. 

The  award,  given  at  the  Discovery 
Day  Awards  Dinner,  is  presented 
each  year  to  an  eminent  American 
"who,  by  striking  out  in  new  direc- 
tions and  uncharted  fields  of  en- 
deavor, has  made  a  great  contribution 


to  the  knowledge  and  welfare  of  hu- 
manity." 

Galbreath  also  served  as  Grand 
Marshal  for  the  parade  which  cli- 
maxed Columbus  Day  activities  on 
October  7.  Helping  to  set  the  pace 
for  the  seven  division  90-minute  pa- 
rade were  the  110  men  of  the  Ohio 
University  Marching  Band. 

One  of  only  four  recipients  of  Ohio 
University's  Founders'  Citation,  the 
school's  highest  honor,  Galbreath  was 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  27  years,  serving  as  chairman  five 
times. 


Recruiting  Efforts 
Involve  Alumni 

In  the  wake  of  decreased  enroll- 
ment for  the  second  year  in  a  row, 
Ohio  University  alumni  are  showing 
their  commitment  to  the  University  by 
actively  participating  in  the  current 
recruitment  and   retention  effort. 

Approximately  80  alumni  have  gone 
through  some  phase  of  recruiter  train- 
ing either  on  the  campus  or  in  their 
hometowns.  During  these  sessions  the) 
talked  to  representatives  of  all  facets 
of  the  University — faculty,  financial 
aids,  placement  and  admissions. 

Two  such  sessions  have  been  held 
on  campus — in  June  and  Septem- 
ber— with  another  scheduled  for  Jan. 
11-14.  In  addition,  alumni  in  Akron, 
Cleveland,  New  York  and  Boston 
have  undergone  training  in  their 
home  cities,  and  sessions  in  other 
major  areas  are  planned.  Director  of 
Admissions  Jerry  Reese  and  Director 
of  Alumni  Affairs  J.  David  Scott  have 
coordinated  the  training  effort. 

Once  trained,  the  alumni  then  seek 
out  potential  Ohio  University  students 
near  their  home  areas  and  offer  per- 
sonal help  in  making  the  road  to 
Athens  a  little  smoother.  Scott  said 
the  alumni  supply  leads  on  some  pos- 
sible students  and  the  University  also 
offers  names  of  those  who  have  made 
application  or  sent  test  scores. 

The  alumni  are  especially  on  the 
lookout  for  students  who  might  qualify 
for  the  University's  400  new  achieve- 
ment scholarships.  These  awards  are 
not  based  on  financial  need  but 
rather  on  high  school  performance 
and  college  board  scores. 

The  alumni  efforts  have  all  been 
incorporated  into  plans  being  de- 
veloped and  implemented  by  the  Re- 
cruiting Advisory  Committee  chaired 
by  Vice  President  and  Treasurer  John 
Milar  and  by  Executive  Vice  Presi- 
dent and  Dean  of  Faculties  Taylor 
Culbert  who  is  working  on  reten- 
tion in  consultation  with  the  Deans 
Council. 

Some  of  the  direct  recruitment 
efforts  under  way  include  increased 
visits  to  high  schools  by  the  admis- 
sions staff  with  volunteer  alumni,  staff 
and  faculty,  and  scheduling  of  college 
days  or  nights  in  major  Ohio  cities 
for  prospective  students.

"Discipline  imposed  by  an  outside 
source  is  not  my  idea  of  what  makes 
a  fine  marching  band." 

With  this  statement,  Ron  Soccia- 
relli, Ohio  University's  new  band 
director,  sums  up  his  philosophy  of 
leading  the  110  Marching  Men  of 
Ohio.  He  does  not  impose  rules  on  the 
band  members  but  rather  implements 
the  rules  they  set  for  themselves. 

They  willingly  rehearse  10  hours  a 
day  the  week  before  school  starts  and 
1  J/i  hours  a  day  during  the  fall  quar- 
ter to  polish  their  football  half  time 
performances.  They  do  this,  no  matter 
what  the  weather,  to  maintain  their 
standing  as  one  of  the  top  bands  in 
the  country,  Socciarelli  explains. 

Now  in  its  golden  anniversary  year, 
the  band  serves  as  a  goodwill  ambas- 
sador for  the  University  whenever  it 
performs.  Because  of  its  national  repu- 
tation, the  band  has  entertained  at 
pro-football  games  and  expects  to  be 
booked  for  some  post-season  playoff 
games  this  year. 

The  new  director  has  slipped 
smoothly  into  his  new  job,   bringing 


with  him  a  philosophy  of  marching 
bands  which  is  very  similar  to  that  of 
last  year's  band  director,  Thomas  Lee. 
Prior  to  joining  Ohio  University,  Soc- 
ciarelli directed  two  award-winning 
high  school  bands  in  his  native  New 
York  State,  and  most  recently  served 
as  director  of  bands  at  Northern  Illi- 
nois University. 

Although  Socciarelli  thinks  the 
marching  band  undergoes  subtle 
changes  with  each  new  director's  own 
personality,  he  has  been  careful  not  to 
alter  the  band's  style  enough  to  be 
noticed  by  the  fans. 

How  does  Socciarelli  explain  the 
standing  ovations  received  by  the 
band  members  whenever  they  take  to 
the  field? 

"Everything  stems  from  the  philoso- 
phy that  the  marching  band's  sole 
purpose  is  entertainment,"  Socciarelli 
says.  He  believes  that  Sousa  marches 
and  precision  drills  are  boring  to  the 
current  crop  of  students.  "Stars  and 
Stripes  Forever"  won't  bring  fans  to 
their  feet  anymore  but  an  exciting 
rendition  of  "Jesus  Christ,  Superstar" 
will. 

"We   have   developed   a  style   here 


that  is  demanding  physically  but  ex- 
citing to  watch." 

Socciarelli  maintains  that  the 
band's  dance  routines  coupled  with 
the  programs  of  popular  songs  make 
it  one  of  the  most  unique  bands  in  the 
nation. 

Preparations  for  half  time  shows 
begin  early  in  the  summer  when  the 
band  director  begins  collecting  tunes 
he  hears  on  the  radio,  and  songs 
other  people  suggest.  This  process  goes 
on  throughout  the  football  season  with 
students  and  alumni  of  the  band  do- 
ing a  lot  of  the  arranging  and  all  of 
the  choreography. 

As  for  the  possibility  of  women 
joining  the  band  in  the  near  future, 
Socciarelli  says  it  won't  happen  unless 
the  band  members  decide  to  admit 
women  or  until  the  law  mandates 
such  admittance.  He  stressed  that  the 
band  would  not  be  any  better  or 
worse  with  women,  but  that  it  would 
simply  be  a  different  kind  of  experi- 
ence. 

"There's  something  special  about  a 
group  of  people  who  do  something 
together  which  wouldn't  be  the  same 
with  a  different  makeup  of  people."

HOMECOMING  1973 


Homecoming  1973  was  a  mixture  of  foot- 
ball, music  and  alumni  gatherings,  all  revolving 
around  the  Oktoberfest  celebration  initiated 
three  years  ago  by  students. 

It  began  Friday  night  (Oct.  26)  with  a 
profusion  of  color  in  the  area  behind  Bird 
Arena  and  Trautwein  Field  as  a  double  ferris 
wheel  and  other  amusement  rides  swung  into 
operation  to  commence  the  popular  Oktoberfest 
activities.  Club  members  in  the  guise  of  carnival 
barkers  called  to  passersby  and  advertised  myr- 
iad games  of  chance.  German  food,  beer  and 
good  entertainment  attracted  a  large  turnout 
of  current  students  and  alumni.

More  than  14,000  fans, 
including  President  Sowle,  showed  up  to  see 
the  Cats'  offense  score  a  touchdown  and  three 
field  goals  while  the  Bobcat  defense  stymied 
the  Broncos  completely. 

And,  as  usual,  the  marching  band  got  the 
crowd  to  its  feet  at  half  time  with  some  contem- 
porary music  and  snappy  dance  steps.  For  some 
alumni,  this  was  not  the  first  time  in  the  week- 
end that  the  110  Marching  Men  had  performed. 
The  band  and  cheerleaders  showed  up  on  the 
lawn  of  President  and  Mrs.  Sowle's  home  Fri- 
day night  to  play  an  impromptu  "welcome 
back"  to  alumni  attending  a  gathering  at  23 
Park  Place.  The  bandsmen,  dressed  in  casual 
attire,  provided  rousing  entertainment  for  the 
alumni  crowded  on  the  front  porch  for  the 
open  air  concert. 

Since  reunion  is  the  whole  point  of  a  home- 
coming celebration,  the  alumni  who  returned  to 
campus  took  advantage  of  their  weekend  visit 
to  meet  old  friends  and  to  honor  members  of 
their  group.  A  luncheon  at  the  Convocation 
Center  attracted  a  bigger-than-ever  crowd  of 
500  former  Ohio  University  students  and  their 
guests.  During  the  luncheon,  entertainment  was 
again  provided  by  the  marching  band  plus  a 
local  touring  theater  group — the  Green  Parks 
Company  composed  of  University  students.

Ten  alumni  received  Cer- 
tificates of  Merit  and  two  honorary  alumni, 
Cong.  Clarence  Miller  and  Prof.  Warren  Wis- 
tendahl,  were  named.  Alumni  honored  were 
Patience  Brandle,  C.  Ritter  Collett,  Olive  L. 
Holmes,  Eugene  V.  Rinta,  Dr.  Peter  V.  Yanity, 
Dr.  E.  Edward  Evans,  Dr.  Joyce  N.  Herrold, 
Dr.  Richard  McFarland,  Frank  J.  Battisti  and 
Glenn  Randall.  The  formal  dinner  was  also  the 
occasion  for  the  Undergraduate  Alumni  Coun- 
cil's honoring  of  Clark  E.  Williams  as  alumnus 
of  the  year.  Williams  has  served  the  University 
for  almost  50  years  as  alumni  secretary,  admis- 
sions director  and  University  archivist. 

The  weekend  wasn't  all  play  because  the 
Alumni  Board  of  Directors  had  some  work  to 
do.

program. 

Coaching  the  three  fall  quarter 
sports  were  Barbara  Berry,  newly  ap- 
pointed WICA  director,  field  hockey; 
Carol  Voelz  ('67,  MEd  '70)  swim- 
ming; and  Jo  King  (MS  '66),  mem- 
ber of  the  School  of  Health,  Physical 
Education  and  Recreation  (HPER) 
faculty,  volleyball.  Miss  King  donates 
her  time  to  the  program. 

All  three  teams  finished  their  reg- 
ular seasons  with  winning  records. 

At  their  season's  end  the  18-woman 
swimming  team  finished  fourth  in  the 
MAC  Invitational  at  Bowling  Green. 
Mrs.  Voelz  comments  that,  "Overall 
the  team  did  a  very  good  job,  and 
many  of  our  swimmers  had  their  best 
times  in   this  championship  meet." 

The  volleyball  squad,  with  20  on 
the  roster,  ended  with  a  10-5  record. 


After  the  final  game  (against  Witten- 
berg) Coach  King  remarked  that  the 
play  in  this  last  contest  was  "where 
we  wanted  to  be  early  in  the  season." 
She  is  confident  that  next  year  a 
much  more  experienced  and  im- 
proved team  will  be  on  the  court. 

A  highpoint  of  the  WICA  fall 
record  was  the  naming  of  seven  mem- 
bers of  the  field  hockey  squad  to  the 
Buckeye  Association  all-star  team  in 
October.

Wendy  Weeden  (above),  senior 
right  halfback  and  team  captain,  then 
earned  a  position  on  the  U.S.  all-star 
squad,  following  the  National  Tour- 
nament held  in  Boston  over  the  long 
Thanksgiving  weekend.  It  was  the 
second  such  placement  for  an  Ohio 
University  woman :  Last  year  Anita 
Corl  ('73)  was  chosen  as  one  of  the 
best  44  players  in  the  nation  and 
toured  with  the  U.S.  team  in  Argen- 
tina in   late  summer. 

Miss  Weeden,  from  Hudson,  O.,  is 
a  senior  majoring  in  physical  educa- 


tion, with  minors  in  health  and  En- 
glish. A  member  of  Mortar  Board, 
senior  women's  honorary,  she  also 
plays  lacrosse  and  officiates  at  college 
games  and  tournaments. 

Six  sports  are  on  the  schedule  for 
winter  and  spring  quarters.  The 
basketball  squad  will  play  a  16-game 
schedule  under  the  guidance  of  Judy 
Cole  ('66,  MS  '68),  instructor  in 
HPER,  who  has  volunteered  her 
time.  Miss  King  will  coach  the  golf 
team,  while  Miss  Berry  will  coach 
tennis.  Catherine  Brown  ('69,  MEd 
'70),  an  HPER  professor  and  a  for- 
mer coordinator  for  WICA,  has 
volunteered   to  coach   lacrosse. 

Miss  Berry,  director,  is  proud  of 
the  enthusiastic  support  students  give 
to  assure  the  success  of  WICA's  pro- 
gram, crediting  student  interest  for 
much  of  what  gets  done  to  strengthen 
the  program. 

And  she  is  quick  to  praise  the 
willingness  of  HPER  faculty  to  give 
time  to  help  create  an  excellent  pro- 
gram for  women  athletes. 

She  also  notes  that  many  non-

Football 

After  an  almost  disastrous  start,  the 
Bobcats  of  Coach  Bill  Hess  did  a  dra- 
matic turnabout,  winning  four  of  their 
last  five  games  to  close  the  season  with 
a  5-5  record. 

Facing  the  toughest  schedule  in  the 
school's  history,  the  Bobcats  lost  their 
first  two  games  to  Kent  State,  defend- 
ing MAC  champion,  35-7,  and  to 
Toledo,  35-8. 

Then  came  one  of  the  season's  high 
points  as  the  Bobcats,  going  into  the 
game  as  20-point  underdogs,  upset 
Northwestern  of  the  Big  Ten,  14-12, 
a  win  that  brought  Bill  Hess  UPI 
National  Coach  of  the  Week  honors. 

Two  more  losses  —  to  Miami,  10-6, 
and  South  Carolina,  38-22 — followed 
before  a  run  of  three  straight  wins 
against  Western  Michigan,  16-0;  Bowl- 
ing Creen,  24-23,  and  Cincinnati,  14-8. 

But  sixth-ranked  and  undefeated 
Penn  State  proved  too  rugged  defen- 
sively, and  Ohio  fell  49-10.  The  defeat 
was  softened  somewhat  by  place- 
kicker  Gary  Homer's  57-yard  field 
goal,  which  set  a  new  school  record. 

The  schedule  closed  Thanksgiving 
Day,  as  Ohio  outscored  Marshall,  35- 
21,  for  its  fifth  win  and  a  tie  with 
Bowling  Green  for  third  place  in  the 
league. 

Soccer 

The  soccer  team,  coached  by  Dr. 
Gianni  Spera,  ended  the  season  with 
a  record  of  six  wins,  four  losses  and 
one  tie,  with  only  13  goals  scored 
against   them. 

Five  seniors  closed-out  their  careers, 
including  Eric  Winders,  whose  45 
goals  and  23  assists  in  four  years  broke 
the  school  record,  but  six  of  the  1 1 
starters  will  be  returning. 

Cross  Country 

"We  finished  ninth  in  the  Mid- 
American Conference  this  fall  with  an 
entirely  new  roster,  so  there's  only  one 
place  to  go  and  that's  up,"  said  Coach 
Meade  Burnett  as  his  cross  country 
team  closed  its  season. 

Prospects  for  next  season  are  good, 
as  the  entire  squad,  two  sophomores 
and  five  freshmen,  will  be  back. 
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Snyder  Enters  His 
25th  Season  at  Ohio

On  December  1  Coach  Jim  Snyder 
entered  his  silver  anniversary  season 
ranked  12th  among  major  college 
basketball  coaches  with  a  .591  win- 
ning percentage.  His  team,  with  every- 
one back  from  last  year,  faced  a  chal- 
lenging season,  including  a  game  with 
national  champion  UCLA  at  Pauley 
Pavilion  on  December  21. 

Last  year's  evaluations  and  this 
year's  line-up  prompted  Coach  Snyder 
to  switch  from  a  double  post  offense 
to  single  post.  Defense  will  remain 
man  to  man  with  pressure. 

Forwards  are  last  year's  first  team 
All-MAC  George  Green,  6-6  junior, 
leading  scorer  in  '72-73  with  a  14.1 
average,  and  one  of  the  top  rebound- 
ers  with  6.9  per  game;  and  6-5  senior 
Billy  Brown,  who  shuttled  between 
guard  and  forward  last  year  and  still 
managed  11.7  ppg  and  5.7  rebs. 

Backup  strength  at  forward  comes 
from  6-6  senior  Dave  Ball,  who  had 
13.1  ppg  and  7.3  rebs  last  season;  and 
freshman  high  school  All  American 
Ulice  Payne,  from  Donora,  Pa. 

Senior  Dennis  Rusch,  6-8  (10.0  ppg 
and  7.3  rebs),  returns  at  center,  with 
backup  help  from  Ball  when  needed. 


At  one  guard  position  is  Ohio's 
highly-touted  Walter  Luckett.  Slowed 
last  year  early  in  the  season  by  late 
summer  knee  surgery,  Luckett  came 
on  stronger  as  his  leg  improved,  aver- 
aging 18.4  his  last  11  games  to  raise 
his  average  to  13.5.  Now  fully  re- 
covered, Luckett  is  expected  to  have 
a  banner  year. 

The  other  starting  guard  spot  is 
a  battle  between  6-0  sophomore 
Mike  Corde,  and  5-11  senior  Dennis 
Thompson,  sometime  starting  guard 
last  year,  playing  in  23  games  part 
time  and  averaging  4.3. 

The  only  other  freshman  Coach 
Snyder  recruited  is  6-0  Larry  Slappy, 
from  Midland,  Pa.,  who  is  expected 
to  see  playing  time  as  the  season 
progresses. 

As  the  season  opened,  Coach  Sny- 
der summed  up  his  team's  position : 
"We  are  ahead  at  this  point  com- 
pared to  last  year,  and  our  defense 
is  not  new  to  our  team  as  it  was  then. 
Luckett's  healthy  and  we  figure  with 
the  addition  of  Payne  and  Slappy, 
plus  Corde  and  Brown,  our  overall 
quickness  has  improved." 

About  the  Mid-American  Confer- 
ence itself,  Snyder,  dean  of  the  con- 
ference coaches,  says:  "The  MAC  is 
as  good  from  top  to  bottom  as  it  has 
ever  been,  because  of  the  returning 
players  from  a  rather  young  league 
last  year.  Miami  [defending  cham- 
pion] still  is  number  one  until  proven 
otherwise,  with  Bowling  Green  the 
top  challenger  and  the  rest  of  us 
pretty  equal." 


Wrestling 

Coach  Harry  Houska's  wrestling 
team  is  aiming  for  a  fifth  consecu- 
tive Mid-American  championship  this 
winter,  an  accomplishment  that  would 
mark  a  first  in  23  years  of  league 
competition  in  the  sport. 

Three  All-Americans  were  among 
seven  departing  seniors,  and  three  is 
the  magic  number  of  veterans  around 
whom  Houska  is  building  the  season. 

The  trio  he's  counting  on  are  junior 
Russ  Ranno,  last  year's  heavyweight 
MAC  champ;  Bob  Cruzado  at  126; 
and  134-pounder  Gust  Malavite. 

Swimming 

"I  expect  Ohio  will  be  the  same 
calibre  of  team  as  last  season,"  Coach 
Fletch  Gilders  says  of  his  1973-74 
swimming  team. 

Back  from  last  year's  team,  which 
finished  fourth  in  the  conference, 
are  Ray  Cheran  (100  yd.  butterfly 
champ),  Steve  Kuzma  (runner-up  in 
the  butterfly) ,  and  Al  Duff  (runner- 
up  in  the  100  yd.  breaststroke) . 

Other  top  returnees  include  Mark 
Werbeach  (IM's,  butterfly),  Rick 
Sample  and  Tom  Mistak  (diving) 
and  Rick  Clark  (free  style,  IM's). 

Coach  Gilders  predicts  Kent  and 
Miami  will  be  top  MAC  contenders. 

Hockey 

The  Ohio  University  hockey  team, 
now  on  a  club  sports  basis,  is  playing 
a  tough  21 -game  schedule  which  runs 
through  February. 

John  McComb,  coaching  the  team 
on  a  voluntary  basis  again  this  year, 
has   10  lettermen  back.
